Production 
of butter generally is more likely to decline 
than increase, and with Germany again an 
active purchaser of Danish there appears to 
be little pros of any giving way in prices 
in the near future. In bacon Frish prices are 
somewhat irregular, but demand for this de- 
scription shows signs of improvement.

NEW YORK, Saturday. 

During the night bomb outrages took 
place in New York and Philadelphia, 
while an incendiary attempt wa’ made on 
the State House in Boston. 

In New York one subway: station, at 
the junction of Twenty-eighth street and 
Broadway, was partially wrecked, and the 
Interborough Station at Twenty-third 
street severely damaged, while two ex- 
plosions took place in other parts. of the 
line. The damage is estimated at six 
million dollars already. 


KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

Two passengers. in a crowded train at 
Twenty-eighth street are reported to have 
been killed. They cannot be accounted for, 
and it is believed that their bodies are 
buried beneath the débris in the subway. 
Although the number of wounded is not 
definitely known, it is believed that more 
than fifty were injured, many severely. 

It is thought that the bombs were placed 
in telephone boxes in the subway and ex- 
ploded by means of time fuses. Ths 


- authorities declare that the bombing. was. 


apparently an attempt to wreck the entire 
subway system. 

Several arrests were made after the out- 
rage. One man was shot and wounded by 
a policeman when he attempted to escape. 

As a result of the explosions, fourteen 
hundred police are guarding every. im- 
portant city building and the subway 
terminals. 
being patrolled night and day by heavy 
police guards, and this protection will con- 
tinue until after the evecution, or until 
other disposition of the radicals has beer 
made 

SAFETY DEVICES AVERT HUGE 

CASUALTIES. 

The explosions took place at one of the 
worst possible hours, when all the subway 
trains were jammed with pleasure-seekers | 
returning from places of entertainment. 
When the explosion took place at the 
Twenty-eighth street. station the great 
steel beams holding up the roof of the 
subway collapsed, filling the right-of-way 
with earth, cement and débris, as part of 
the roof fell on to the track in a tremen- 
rous heap. Luckily, safety devices brought 
trains to a quick stop, otherwise the 
casualties would have been enormous. . 

The windows in almost every building |. 
on Broadway between Twenty-eighth ‘and 
Thirtieth street were shattered by théy 
force of the explosion, and the pavement 
above the station was blown up, causing 
a shower of cement and stones to fly in 
all directions like a burst of shrapnel. 
Many persons were injured by the flying 
glass and stones. 

The noise of the explosion caused hotel 
residents to rush out half-dressed upon 
the streets, fearing that an earthquake 
was occurring. They found a ~-~ ten feet 
wide ripped in the pavement of Twenty- 
eighth street.. Out of the subway poured 
passengers covered from head to foot with 
dust, scores of them in a hysterical state. 


FIGHT FOR LIFE IN THE DARKNESS. 

The confusion was made worse owing to 
the lights in the .subway going out. 
People scrambléd in the darkness, falling 
over each cther and blocking the exits. 
Many people were crushed, and many of 
the - wounded are not expected to live until 
hight. 

A witness of the subway explosion says 
that he saw four men, who arrived at the 
station in an automobile, stop and wait, 
While two men descended into the subway, 
returning in a great hurry. They jumped 
hastily into the back seat of the car, and 
were driven quickly away. Shortly after- 
wards the explosion occurred, rocking the 
entire section of. the line. The police 
have the number of the suspected car, 
and jhave been searching for it all day 
to-day. 

The explosion »started hundreds of i, 
burglar alarms going, bringing the police 
and detectives to the scene at a run. It 
was heard two miles away. 

Less damage was done by the bomb 
exploded at the Twenty-third street 
Station, although a traip full of 
Passengers, just entering, had a narrow 
scape when large blocks 4f masonry were 
blown on to the line in front of it. Three 
yards more and the train would have 
been derailed with terrible loss of life. .

According to Chinese Nationalist 
sources, Japan is about to present a set 
of demands upon the Northérn and 
Southern Governments of China which do 
not greatly differ from the famous twenty- 
one demands of 1915. They lead in the 
direction “of making Manchufia and 
Mongolia virtual Japanese coloniés, while | 
blocking the Nationalist movement from 
extending further northwards than Shan- 
tung Province, where the Japanese oop 
i are stationed. 

The Chinese Nationalists allege that 
the British authorities are secretly 
and that this 


Washington Conference agreements - per- 
taining to non-inerference in China - as 
well as of the Washington Treaty pertain- 
ing.to the “ open door”’ guarantee and 
the territorial political integrity in 
China. é 

‘The alleged demands are in two 
sections. The first pertains to a com- 
promise which the Japanese are trying 
to force between the Northern and 
Southern Chinese, the penalty for the 
Nationalists not agreeing being Japan’s 
threat to keep the troops in Shantung 
Province permanently.” 

THE DEMANDS. 

According to the report, which emanates 
from an unquestioned source, the demands 
are :— 

‘That civil war shall cease, leaving 

Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, who is Japan’s 
ally, in his present position in North 
China. Otherwise Japan will keep her 
troops in Shantung, holding the, railway 
and blocking further advance of the 
Nationalist, revolution. 
‘Section two of the demands pertains 
exclusively to the further consolidation of 
Japan’s position in Manchuria and. Mon- 
apparently will take 
advantage of the present anti-Communist‘. 
smoke to establish a virtual protectorate 
of all China’s territories northward and 
eastward of Chihli Province. 

The first of these demands requires that 
the Chinese shall grant Japan the right 
to land ownership in Manchuria, dis- 
placing the present leasing arrangement 
which the Japanese insist is unsatis- 
factory. 

The second demand requires the 
Chinese immediately to cease the construc- 
tion of the new railway line in Man- 
churia, which the Japanese allege is 
interfering with the monopoly of the 
Japanese-owned South Manchuria Line, 
and that the Chinese shall bind them- 
selves not to construct any further lines 
parallel with the Japanese lines. 

The third demand requests ths Chinese’ 
immediately. to agree to a further exten- 
sion of the Kirin-Hoinyung Railway, 
which will give the Japanese a monopoly 
in an hitherto unopened section. of 
Manchuria. 

NEW CONSULATE. 

‘The fourth demand requires the Chinese 
immediately to agree to the opening of a 
new Japanese Consulate in the town of 
Liukiang, near the Korean border. The 
Japanese allege that the purpose is to 
stimulate trade, but with the Chinese 
claim Japan proposes to annex new terri- 
tory. for policing purposes, owing t 
alleged Korean revolutionary activities, 

Thé Japanese Minister, 74, Yoshizawa, 
now at Shanghai, is proceeding to Nanking, 
and, according to the report, he intends 
to present the foregoing demands to 
General Chiang Kai-shek and the Nation- 
alist: Government. 

In an interview, M. Yoskiiiiwa declares 

that, if the Nationalist Government en- 
forces tariff autonomy on 1st of September, 
as announced, Japan will be required to 
‘adopt counter-measures. 
| Although secrecy is being maintained, 
it is believed here that Japan's new “so- 
called strong policy in China is a direct 
result of the assumption of office of Baron 
Tanaka, who is a-military man, and also 
the result of a new understanding with 
Britain. and certain European Powers in 
drder to head off the Nationalist move- 
“ment.” 
. Baron Kodame, Governor of the Japanese 
leased area in Manchuria, ir a statement 
last week, said that Japan intended’ to 
protect her economic rights in South 
China and her acquired rights in North 
China. .

A large bailing in the City of London 
collapsed shortly before midnight on 
Saturday, ‘with a crash whith’ shook the 
whole neighbourhood’ of the yal Fx- 
change, Mansion House, and the Bank of 
England. 

The building was that of the Commercial 
Union Assurance Company, which faces 
the side of the Royal Exchange in Corn- 
hill. About» a third of it fell. It 
adjoined the site upon which new premises i 
‘are being erected for Lloyd’s Bank. This 
building work, it is believed, had some 
connection .with the collapse. 

Early in the evening the ‘workmen on 
the Lloyd’s Bank site became aware that 
the neighbouring building was unsafe and 
efforts were made to make it, secure. At 
about 11 p.m., however, it was realised 
that the adjacent building was in danger 
and that-the workmen themselves were in 


peril. 
' CARETAKER’S FLIGHT.’ i 
The caretaker of the Commercial Chiba 


Assurance premises. who,, with his wife,. 


two young women. and a child lived on the 
top floor of the threatened part of the 
seven-storey building, ‘were warned by the 


workmen of possible trouble, and left: the |. 


building. Cornhill and: all approaches to 
the building were roped off, and patrols 
of police and workmén kept passers-by 
from coming within the danger Zone. 

At about 11.40 thé side wall of the 
building, which was shored up by timber, 
showed signs of bulging. It then became 
apparent that a collapse was likely to 
occur. A few minutes later there came a 
series of crashes like distant guns. and 
the tinkle of broken glass, showing that 
the collapse was imminent. As yet, how- 
ever, no signs of the danger were visible. 

THE COLLAPSE. | 

A large crowd had assembled outside the 
Royal Exchange within sight of the build- 
ing, which. was now known to be doomed. 
At three minutes to twelve the watching 
crowd saw, a curved,,crack appear low 
down on the side wall of the building. 
There was a cry of “ Stand back, it’s 
coming,” and a moment later the wall of 
the top floor broke, showing that an 
electric light had been left burning during 
the caretaker’s hurried departure. There 
was a bright flash as the light fused. 
Then the lower part of the building seeméd 
to settle, and, with a .prolongeá roar, the 
whole place fell. 

The watchers saw one storey after 
another collapse on to the one below.. Then 
a dense cloud of dust arose, blotting out 
the building from sight. The crash shook 
the whole neighbourhood. It could be both 
heard and felt in.the various underground 
stations and subways. - 


FIREMEN ON THE SOENE. 

When the dust cloud had cleared away 
it was seen that a portion of the Assur- 
ance building was a complete ruin, Some 
of the débris lay in the road, hnt the 
premises seemed mainly to have settled 
down on their own foundations. This was 
fortunate, for on the adjoining site there 
is 4 crane on three metal pillars, and 
had the building fallen outwards it might 
have struck one of the pillars and brought 
the crane crashing to the ground. , 

Within three minutes of the collapse 
firemen were on the scene, and they at 
once began a thorough investigation of the 
neighbouring premises. They paid special 
attention to the key post which supports 
the crane, éxamining it by means ofia 
searchlight. . They appeared, however, 
satisfied that it was. not damaged. 

It is learned that earlier in the even- 
ing a workman named House; of Totten- 
ham, was found to be ill as the result of 
inhaling gas, and was removed to hospital. 
The gas appeared to come from a pipe, 
‘which is thought to ‘have been broken, in 
‘the first place, by the subsidence of the 
foundations of the building. 

WORKMAN’S STATEMENT. 

At about. 1.30 a.m. on Sunday the fire- 
men and workmen withdrew, having done 
all that was considered necessary to ensure 
the safety of the neighbouring buildings. 
Cornhill remained closéd to traffic east- 
ward and westward, and all. approaches to 
the scene of the accident were barred and 
guarded by police. 

“It is the strangest experience I have 
ever had,” said one of the. workmen, 
“We were, at work on the place. as long 
as we dared, and after we had to leave 
it we could only stand by and wait for 
it to fall. We knew it must collapse, 
but we did not expect it to happen so soon 
But when we heard the walls 
cracking and the glass breaking we knew 
it was coming down almost at once. 

“The. actual collapse took about thirty 
seconds, I should think: It was as if a 
section of the building were being stripped 
off the rest. The end wall of the part 
which remained standing appeared floor 
by floor. I never want to see a house 
collapse again. It was a terrible sight, 
even though we knew there was no danger 
to human life.” : 

On hearing of the occurrence the whole 
staff of the Commercial Union Assurance 
Company journeyed to town, and yesterday | 
morning directors in shirt sleeves were 
assisting clerks and typists to rescue docu- 
ments from the débris.

Extraordinary scenes were witnessed in 
all parts of Southend to-day as a result 
of the abandonment of the proposed grey-

When the Rev. Ewart James referred 
to the decision a packed congregation at 
the huge Cliff Town Congregational Church 


. broke into applause, and there were many 


exclamations of approval. Similar scenes 
took place in other churches. 
The proposed racing had the paradoxical 
effect “of filling the churches. throughout 
the borough as they: had never been filled 
before. People flocked to hear ‘the 
promised denunciation by local preachers, 
and in some cases churches were filled long 
before the Services were due to begin. 
Unaware of the decision, groups of people, 
including some visitors from London and a 
number of girls and children gathered out- 
side the ground where the racing was to 
have taken place. When told the decision 
they asked why the scenic railway, water- 
chute and other amusements were in full 
swing in the adjoining Kursaal, if dog 
racing was forbidden. 
A band of youths in paper hats marched 
along the parade singing an extemporised 
} Song with the refrain, ‘‘ We are going | to 
the dogs, bow bow.” | 


HOSTILE OUTBURSTS. 

There were hostile outbursts by sup- 
porters of Sunday racing, when Mr. H. H. 
Martin, Secretary of the Lord’s Day 
Observance Society, rose to address a huge 
meeting of excursionists on the front on 
“The Defeat of the Sunday Destroyers.” 
He was greeted with cries of ‘‘ Kiljoy,”’ 
“We want freedom to enjoy ourselves on 
Sunday,” “What would Southend do 
without a seven-day week?’’ and. he was 
subjected to a running fire of questions. 

“Behind this dog-racing is a whole 
army of bookmakers and betting touts, 
plying their degrading business,” he 
declared, amid shouts of protest and 
counter-cheers. “ This shows that. English- 
mén will not. tolerate the licence and 
laxity of the Continental Sunday, where 
half the population perform their every- 
day duties in order to provide amusement 
for the other half. We view this project 
as the most shameless form of Sabbath 
desecration — and merchandising ever 
attempted in this country.” 

After a long address and some lively 
exchanges with hecklers, Mr. Martin left 
the front amid enthusiastic cheers. 

Mr. Martin told me that he had written 
‘on behalf of his society to the Chairman 
of the Greyhound Racing Directors ex- 
pressing the society’s appreciation of the 
decision, and he paid a warm tribute to 
the Mayor of Southend, the Chief 
Constable, the local ministers and others 
who had assisted in the fight. 


FRENCH BELL OF 
VICTORY 


TO HANG AT DOUAUMONT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The huge bell which is to hang in the 
Ossuary at Douaumont has now been com- 
pleted, and is at present in Paris in the 
Church of Saint Nicolas des Champs, 

It will:shortly start on its journey across 
France, The event is to be given a special 
significance, and an itinerary taking in a 
number of towns which specially suffered 
during the war is to be followed. Abbé 
Lépage,. who is in charge of the arrange- 
ments, has planned a first halt at the Arc 
de Triomphe, where the bell will be tolled 
above the grave of the Unknown Soldier. 
From Paris the bell will be taken to 
Soissons and thence to Rheims, Chalons, 
Vitry le Francois, Bar le Duc, Toul, Nancy 
and Metz. 

Religious concerts will be given in the 
cathedrals and churches at the places 
where halts are made. 

. The bell will be formally handed over 
to the Bishop oí Verdun on September 
11th, and will be hung in the Ossuary ‘of 
Douaumont, which commemorates 400,000 
dead. The Ossuary is to be inaugurated 
on September 18th by Marshal Pétain. 
On September 21st the great bell will ring 
for the visit of the 30,000 members of the 
American Legion who will visit Verdun 
on that date.

“ MOST OUTRAGEOUS.” 

Admiration ia expréssed for the ‘efficient 
management óí the Gas Department by 
Mr. J. D. Smith. Tt is pointed out that, 
owing to the large discount allowed, 90 
per cent. of the gas accounts were paid at 
the City Hall, 50 per cent. of ‘thé total 
being remitted in cheques. While, that 
was so, the Committee thought that there 
was something wrong in a system which 
permitted six or seven men at £400 per 
annum each to be constantly employed 
delivering accounts, ‘many of whith were 
for trifling amounts. 
The position in regard to the rents} staff 
is described as “ most outrageous.”’ There 
were twenty-two clerks at the rata, 
all of whom, with the exception of two; 
had reached the maximum. The. work 
done by those men was not worth. nore 
than £2 a week.

The suggestion involves, in additian to exten- 
sive publicity work, a lecture and organisa- 
tion tour under the auspices of the Irish 
Tourist Association in the United States.

COWS FIND DROWNED 
FARMER.

CROUCHING IN THREE FEET 
OF WATER. 


A verdict of “found drowned” was te- 
turned at the inquest in Tipperary on Satur- 
day on William Kinane, aged 58 years, 
farmer, of Crogue, Tipperary, who was found 
dead on Friday evening in a mill stream at 
Kilshane, three miles from Tipperary. 

Mrs. Nora Kinane, widow, stated that her 
husband had been suffering from nervousness 
for some time and had been under medical 
care. He milked four cows as usual on Fri- 
day morning, and left the house about nine 
o'clock. It was the first time he left her 
without saying where he was going. 

Dr. Joseph O'Dwyer stated that death was 
due to asphyxia from drowning. 

Charles M‘Curtain, Kilshane, stated that 
while driving cows about 7.30 p.m. on Friday 
his attention was attracted by their behaviour 
in delaying at a spot on the river bank. 
Going to the place he found the deceased 
man, who was in a crouching position in the 
water, and divested of his Sct, stockings, 
coat and hat, which were lying on the bank. 
The head was downwards in the water, which 
was about three feet deep, but the shoulders 
weré above the wate. 

The Coroner, Dr. P. Morressey, said that 
there was no doubt that the man was" 
troubled by his nerves. If a man went out 
deliberately to commit suicide he woul 
hardly do it in three feet of water. He pro- 
bably tumbled into the water.

There was an even more exciting finish for 
the Tintern Plate for two-year-olds, which, 
in a long-drawn-out struggle, Lord Glanely’s 
Grandace won by two short heads from 
African Dance and Master Dabber. The re- 
sult of this race still further confuses the 
two-year-old form, for Grandace was here 
giving 13ib. to African Dance, who was an 
automatic favourite. At Ascot, receiving 
weight for sex, she had run Hakim to a 
length and a half in the New Stakes. On 
that form Grandace comes out as better 
than Hakim, and one can well take leave to 
doubt whether he is. 

Lord Glanely won two other races at the 
meeting. The first’ was a Two-Year-Old 
Selling Plate, im which his Grandbow beat 
a solitary opponent, the Maurelia colt, by 
three lengths. Odds of 2 to I were laid on 
him, and it cost 520 guineas to buy him in 
afterwards. The other Selling Plate was for 
three-year-olds, and this fell to Lord Glanely's 
Sea Warrior, who, after beating Lovelace a 
head, was bought in for 280 guineas. 

Sir George Bullough won the Western 
Maiden Stakes, with Crown Emblem, a late 
developing son of Golden Myth. Rob, who 
was favourite for the Itton Handicap, won it 
by a. length and a half from Gifted, who 
recorded his seventh second of the season, 
aud thus heat the record of Zenoff by one.
